WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


Sens. Taft (R-Ohio) and Fer 
guson (R-Mich) estimated to 
day a constitutional amend 
ment they propose' would hol< 
federal spending to about 51 
billion dollars a year. 


This would be some 30 billio; 


dollars less than President Tru 
man's budget requests for the 195 
fiscal year starting July 1. 


Taft, a candidate for the Re 


publican presidential nomination 
and Ferguson introduced a resolu 
tion yesterday proposing a consti 
tutional amendment to curb th 
power of congress to appropriat 
money and to hike the public debt 


Limit Spending 


It would prohibit the lawmakers 


from authorizing expenditures 1: 
excess of five per cent of the esti 
mated national income, except fo. 
military spending and interest pay 
mcnts on the federal, debt. 


Military spending would have to 


be defined by law, and could in 
elude outlays only for raising, pay 
Ing and equipping the nation's 
armed forces, and providing mill 
tary equipment for U.S. allies in 
time of war or to fulfill a treaty. 


Another part of the proposed 


amendment would bar congress 
from raising the. public debt ex 
cept by a two-thirds voi» Of'both 
houses and then only to offset the 
difference between estimated reve 
nues and actual tax receipts in a 
fiscal year or to meet the needs of 
war or other' emergency. 


Taft Explains 


In outlining the proposal to the 


senate, Taft said: 


'We are convinced that we can- 


not maintain a free economy in Uie 
United States if we spend more 
than approximately 25 per cent of 
the national income on government 
of all kinds. 


"Since state and local govern. 


ment take about seven per cent, 
this would leave 18 per cent for the 
'ederal government. 


"The limitation of five per cent 


mposed in the amendment on all 
expenditures outside of military 
expenditures and interest on the 
public debt is approximately what 
he federal government is spending 
at the present time. 


Limits 51 Billion 


A limit of 18 per cent on federal 


spending, on the basis of the cur- 
rent national income of about 284 
billion dollars a year, would hold 
•overnment outlays to some 51 
billions annually. 


Taft told reporters, however, that 


he figured the national income 
vould be around 300 billions by the 
ime the amendment could become 
operative and the effect would be 
o put a 55-billion-dollar ceiling on 
spending. 


To become effective, the amend- 


ment would have to be approved 
by a two-thirds vote in the house 
and senate and by three-fourths of 
he states.

This was the real cause of his 
recent operation, which was officially announced as exploratory sur- 
gery after X-rays had failed to reveal the cause of a sudden illness. 


A major public relations battle 


was fought in the Pentagon in an 
effort to keep this simple an- 
nouncement from being made. The 
air force chief of staff was not al- 
lowed to enter Walter Reed Medi- 
cal Center for fear that word of 
his real disability would leak out. 


The issue involved was largely 


the old-fashioned belief that can- 
cer, like tuberculosis, should not 
be mentioned by namevT. B. was 
always politely referred to as 
"complications." Under the same 
code, cancer was not mentioned at 
all. 


In an effort to hide the truth, 


General Vandenberg was operated 
on in the private Doctor*' Hospital 
by Dr. Lloyd Lewis, a war-time 
army surgeon now an adviser to 
he air medical staff.

Even though warm weather is 


just around the corner, you will be 
wise to do a little figuring with a 
sharp pencil before you wrap the 
heating plant in moth balls for the 
summer.

I recently received a letter from a constituent. Whether 


he is a Republican or Democrat. I do not know. He described 
himself as a "worker and citizen" from Williamsville, N. Y. 
He wrote that he was "trying to be fair in arriving at a con- 
clusion" concerning the Wage Stabilization Board's recom- 
mendation that a union shop be mandatory in the steel in- 
dustry.

This man wrote: 'I am now of the opinion that if it is 


only possible to get a job because some organization is will- 
ing to issue me a membership certificate, then I am in a bad 
way. ... I have no objection to a union as such, but -I do 
think I should be allowed to join a union if I wish, or not join 
one, and I do not think any group of men or organizations 
should have the power to tell me that to eat I must first pay 
tribute to them."

At the time WSB was restricting labor's freedom—which 


means a man must belong to a union if he wants to work in 
steel—the Senate was ratifying the Japanese Peace Treaty. 
This Treaty pledges Japan to recognize and work for the real- 
ization of the Universal Declaration of Human Rights — a 
United Nations document approved by this Nation and 47 
others, with only Russia and its satellites abstaining. 


Two of the cardinal articles in the Declaration'are that 


No one may be compelled to belong to an association:" and 


4 Everyone has the right to work, to free choice of employ- 
ment, to just and favorable conditions of work, and to pro- 
tection against unemployment." 


In 1862, Abraham Lincoln said: "With some, the word 


liberty may mean for each man to do as he pleases with him- 
self and the product of his labor; while with others, the same 
word may mean for some to do as they please with other 
men and the products of other men's labor." 


Today, almost a hundred years later, we are still groping 


for a definition of liberty in which justice is also implicit.

Truman Invoked Taft Hartley 
Law in Nine Labor Disputes 


WASHINGTON—(NBA)—Recent pressure on President Truman t 


use the Tart-Hartley labor-management relations act to settle the stee 
dispute makes timely a review of other labor disputes handled unde 
this law. 


It went into effect in August, 1947. White House records indicate 


that President Truman has invoked this law 'nine times. This ha 
been to appoint boards of inquiry to report on disputes during 80-day 
cooling-off periods. 


National Labor Relations Board records show that it has been called 


on in only five of those cases to conduct employe elections on accept 
ance or rejection of an, employer's last offer. 


An interesting sidelight here is that in nearly every one of th<sse 


elections, the employes overwhelmingly rejected the employers' best 
offers, and settlement was made on a different basis. 


Th first case in which President Truman invoked the Taft-Hartley 


law, involved the American Federation of Labor's Oak Ridge, Tenn. 
Council of Atomic Energy Commission employes, working under the 
Union Carbide and Chemical Co. contract In March, 1948. 


In this election, only 26 employes voted to accept the employer's 


last offer of a 10-cent-an-hour increase and 771 voted to reject it. 


A strike was prevented by injunction from March 19, 1948, to June 


11. But four days after the injunction was lifted, the union settled for 
a l5Vi-cent-an-hour increase. 


NLKB NOT CALLED IN SECOND CASE 


In the second big Taft-Hartley case, involving packing house work- 


ers, a presidential board was appointed to investigate, but no injunc- 
tion was asked for and no NLRB election was held. 


AFL unions settled early for a nine-cent-an-hour increase, splitting 


the union ranks. CIO Packinghouse Workers demanded 29 cents an 
hour and struck Armour, Swift and Cudahy plants from March 17 
la May 21, 1948. Wilson was struck till June 5. All were settled at a 
nine-cents-an-hour increase, the employers' first offer. 


John L. Lewis' United Mine Workers have tangled with the Taft- 


Hartley law three times. 
The first case in March, 1948, was over 


pensions. There was a presidential board inquiry and an injunction 
against a strike. 
, 


In the second coal case, in June, 1948( a board of inquiry was named 


but no injunction was sought. There was no strike and the case was 
settled before the old contract expired for a $l-a-day raise. 


When this contract expired June 30, 1949, there was an eight 


months' strike in the coal industry. 
Matters were allowed to drag 


along till Feb. 6,1950, when a presidential board was named. 


An injunction to stop the strike was granted a week later. But 


when the miners did not return to work the government moved to 
have the union cited for contempt. This the court refused to do, which 
was a victory for Lewis. 


The coal operators filed suit for $15 million damages under the 


Taft-Hartley law provisions. But in the settlement of March 5, 1950, 
granting the miners a 70-cents-a-day raise plus a 30-cents-a-ton welfare 
payment, suit was dropped." 


TELEPHONE WORKERS SETTLED WITHOUT INCREASE 


A Taft-Hartley board was named when the CIO Telephone workers 


demanded a 30-cents-an-hour raise in May, 1948. But there was no in- 
junction and no strike. The case was settled June 4 with no increase. 
Later that year AT&T, granted an 8-to-l2-cent increase. 


Maritime union strikes of 1948 involved both longshoremen and 


seamen's unions on-all waterfronts, both AFL and CIO. In a long sum- 
mer, of involved disputes, there were two presidential boards invest! 
gating and reporting. There was a series of injunctions. 


The Taft-Hartley machinery was allowed to grind to its ultimate 


objectives of employe elections to accept or reject the employers' last 
offer. West coast longshoremen, cooks, firemen and other unions sim- 
ply boycotted the elections. On "the Gulf and East coasts, the unions 
rejected the offer overwhelmingly in local votes. 


Then, after the Taft-Hartley procedure had run its course, the va- 


rious maritime unions settled for wage increases of $5 to $35 a month 
with a reduction of overtlme-on-overtime demands. 


Since the Korean war began, the Taft-Hartley law has been invoked 


by President Truman only once. This was in the nonferrous metals 
industry strikes during the fall of 1951. 


There was a board of inquiry and an injunction from Sept. 8 to Nov. 


25. The key Kennecot Copper case was settled before the injunction 
took effect, others while it was in effect and still others after it ended. 


Wage Stabilization Board had to be called into this trouble to give 


final approval to a 15-cent-an-hour increase last December. 


Jacoby on Canasta 


Card Rules Are Very Flexible 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


"There is one situation that 


puzzles us both in regular Can- 
asta and Samba," writes a Wis- 
consin correspondent. "Suppose I 
hold a pair of kings hi my hand, 
with five kings down on the table. 


I 


my right throws 
The player to 
a king. 


"Am I allowed to take the dis- 


card pile? If so, am I allowed to 
meld all eight kings in the same 
meld?" 


The official rule is very clear on 


this point both in regular Canasta 
and in Samba. You are allowed 
to take the discard pile with'your 
pair of kings. 


In Canasta you' would add the 


three kings to your previous meld, 
thus making a canasta that con- 
tained eight kings. There is noth- 
ing wrong with an eight-card can- 
asta. Moreover, you are not- al- 
lowed to make two separate melds 
of kings (or of anything else) In 
ordinary Canasta. Hence your only 
way of melding the kings would 
be to put them all together. 


In Samba you would have your 


choice. You would be allowed to 
put all eight kings into one meld, 
or you would instead be allowed 
to start a new meld of kings. I 
should imagine that any sensible 
player would want to put all the 
kings together and score a natural 
canasta. But if a player foolishly 
wanted to start a new meld of 
kings, the rules wouldn't stop him. 


Having stated the official rule 


on this point, I must now go into 
the troublesome business of the 
"house" rules played by some peo- 
ple. There are some Canasta play- 
ers who have cooked up a rule of 
their own that forbids you to put 
more than seven cards in. a can- 
asta at any time or for any reas- 
on. 


Let me make it quite clear that 


this is not the official rule and 
that it has no official standing. 


I will even go further. Canasta 


players like to Invent rules, and 
some of those inventions are pretty 
good. But UM bouM rui* 


mentioned Is, in my opinion, very 
•illy and almost unplayable. 


Even though I am chairman of 


the commission that makes the 
rules for Canasta (together with a 
similar body in Argentina), I 
sometimes follow "house" rules 
when I am the guest of somebody 
who has a pet invented rule. 


But I draw the line at really 


nonsensical rules, and I therefore 
will not play in a game that tries 
to limit a canasta to seven cards 
at all times. What's more, every 
good Canasta player of my ac- 
quaintance (all over the country) 
feels the same way about this rule.

Among the most common com- 


plaints today are piles or hemor- 
rhoids. This condition gets its name 
from the hemorrhoidal veins whicn 
lie around the outlet of the intestin- 
al tract. When these veins become 
enlarged or dilated, they produce 
the uncomfortable symptoms of 
piles. 


The presence of blood around the' 


intestinal waste is one of the first 
symptoms. Pain and itching aie 
common, but there ' are several 
other possible causes for such 
symptoms also. 


At first these symptoms may be 


present only occasionally, But they 
tend to get worse as time goes on. 
In some cases clots form inside 
these enlarged veins, and this can 
be very painful indeed. Once in a 
while the bleeding can be so se- 
vere and long-continued that it will 
tesult in a true anemia. 


It is not entirely clear why so 


many people are troubled with 
hemori hoids. Chronic constipation 
is almost certainly responsible in 
some cases. Possibly the sitting 
posture which is involved m so 
many occupations today also plays 
a part. 


Childbirth and heavy physical 


strains such as lifting certainly ai e 
not good for the person who has 
piles, and may have something to 
do with their development. 


Hemorrhoids do not usually dis- 


appear of themselves. They may 
get better for a while, and then 
return. It is important to avoid 
constipation. Some of the supposi- 
tories especially recommended for 
piles bring a certain amount of re- 
lief, but rarely cure the condition. 


In serious cases an operation of- 


fers the best means of relief. Un- 
fortunately, however, an operation 
removes only those hemorrhoidal 
veins which are already enlarged, 
and new ones may develop unless 
the causes which brought on the 
original difficulty are also cor- 
rected. 


Sometimes instead of cutting out 


and removing the piles, they are 
injected with a solution which 
causes them to close by means of 
formmg scar tissue. 
PHYSICIAN MUST DECIDE 
* This is suitable for only some 
cases and the decision as to wheth- 
er it is desirable must be placed 
in the hands of the physician in 
charge of the case. 


Hemorrhoids may be either in- 


ternal or external or both. When 
they are internal alone the only 
symptom is likely to be bleeding. 
However, this is not to be ignored 
any more than the obvious external 
piles. 


Operation in skilled hands is gen- 


erally best: the immediate effects 
are not comfortable and no one can 
'guarantee that new hemorrhoids 
will not form, but the results nra 
usually well woith the trouble.

Communists 
Get Warning 
On Germ War 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — The 


head of America's armed forces 
wants the Communists to know 
that if they try germ or gas wai- 
fare "they'll wish they had never 
been born." 


It was clear warning the United 


States believes it is prepared to 
dish out far more than it might 
have to take in this field. 


Against the background of a 


Pentagon 
news conference, De- 


fense Secretary Robert Lovett yes- 
terday spoke out against Red prop- 
aganda charges that the United 
Nations had used these mass de- 
struction weapons in the Korean 
war. - 


Giving American diplomacy a 


new and sharp tongue, the cabinet 
officer said coldly that anyone 
who makes such charges "lies in 
his teeth." 


He fastened upon the charges 


raised by the Reds to nag the ne- 
gotiators at Panmunjom the tag of 
'abominable, m a l i c i o u s false- 
hood." 


Lovett appeared to discern some- 


thing more deeply ominous than 
mere propaganda in the charges. 


"It's strange," he said, "if you 


think back that the Communists' 
techniques worldwide have usually 
been ot charge someone else in ad- 
vance with the crime they propose 
to commit."

"You must not do anything that 


will cause those men to get shot 
in the. back,". Truman said. 


The president spoke briefly ar^j 


extemporaneously at the dinner' 
after Secretary of State Acheson 
had delivered a full-dress speech 
on the theme that only the com- 
bined efforts of the United States 
and its allies can prevent Russia 
from "engulfing the world." 


Both men stressed their belief 


in the need for increased Ameri- 
can military strength. 


"If the defense 
effort is not 


carried forward on an ordei^f 
basis." the presidentjleclared, "it 
just won't work and we will step 
right into World War III. And it 
can't be carried forward on an 
orderly basis without the necessary 
appropriations we need."
